GEORGICA STATION BY RESERVATION ONLY 

The lightly used Georgica Station, with its butler, 
champagne, string quartet and hors d’oeuvres, 
_ will be open full-time only on weekends between 
now and January 1. After January 1, it will be 
open only by advance reservation until March 
1, when it will reopen full-time again for the 
upcoming season. 

If you want to ride during the week until 
January 1, you can reserve during the week 
online at hamptonssubway.com.

SCAM ARTIST 

We do our best to keep questionable characters 
off the platforms. For the last 10 days, however, 
a well-dressed man in a business suit has been 
selling “remotes” on the various platforms 
without our permission. He needs a license to 
sell on the platforms. He doesn’t have one. And 
he’s not on the up-and-up. His remotes, which 
resemble TV remotes, will “call” a subway to the 
station within six minutes from when you press 
the “signal” button, he says. 

He represents himself as being an employee 
of Uber, the taxi hailing company active in big 
cities around the country that allows you to 
use your cellphone to get a cab that is nearby. 
He is selling these “remotes” for $30 cash. 
Look out for this man. The remotes are 
nothing but TV remotes and the subway train 
comes in within six minutes at any station 


anyway. 


SURFBOARDS CAUSE DELAY 

Subway service was held up system-wide for 20 
minutes as the result of a problem at our Ditch 
Plains stop in Montauk last Monday. 

At 3:30 p.m., five different surfers with 
surfboards got tangled up on the down 
escalator. Apparently the surf was suddenly up. 
The crush of surfboards caused the escalators 
to go into emergency shut down, not only 
at the Ditch Plains station but also in every 


station in the system as one of our workmen 
failed to shut down the linkage switch. (The 
linkage switch at our central control room in 
Hampton Bays enables maintenance people to 
test all the escalators everywhere at the same 
time. It’s supposed to be ON for the test at 2 
a.m., then turned OFF when the test is done 
so an individual escalator gets shut down 


when an individual problem occurs.) We regret 
the delay. 

A reminder—all surfboards must be brought 
down on elevators, not on escalators. That’s 
why we have elevators at the ends of each 
platform. Bicycles too.

DANGEROUS MUSIC WARNING 

A local discount department store began to 
concern local health officials when it was 
discovered that the store had begun playing 
Christmas-themed music through its sound 
system starting in early November. While not 
technically illegal, such a practice is strongly 
discouraged by mental health experts, and 
local administrators made an extra effort to 
inform the store of the danger it was posing to 
its employees and customers. “Research has 
shown that shoppers are likely to hear ‘Sleigh 
Ride’ and ‘Santa Baby’ close to 976 times apiece 
during the period from Thanksgiving through 
Christmas,” said public health spokesperson 
Melva Ohrwurm, who went on to explain that 
hearing these particular songs so frequently can 
do long-term damage to the human brain—with 
particularly acute effects on the parts of the 
brain that control anger responses. Experts call 
the resulting condition Christmas Music Rage 
Syndrome (CMRS), in which sufferers fly into 
uncontrollable fits of rage that can be triggered 
by hearing particular Christmas songs, or even 
just the happy jingling of sleigh bells. “Incidents 
of Christmas Music Rage Syndrome have been 
on the rise in recent years, clearly paralleling 
stores’ decision to put ‘Jingle Bell Rock’ in heavy 
rotation earlier and earlier,” noted Ohrwurm, 
who advised that shoppers quickly exit stores 
when the telltale guitar/sleigh bell introduction 
of “Jingle Bell Rock” comes within earshot. “As 
dangerous as ‘Sleigh Ride’ and ‘Santa Baby’ 
are, mental health researchers have found that 
‘Jingle Bell Rock’ is the most potent musical 
neurotoxin that they have studied, beyond 
even the most egregious Taylor Swift material,” 
Ohrwurm warned. “Brain damage can occur 
with just one exposure to ‘Jingle Bell Rock’ 
in a year.” The store under scrutiny has not 
changed its musical selection as of press time, 
although in response to the warnings they have 
reportedly reduced the price of earplugs. 


TURKEY SCALPING ‘ 

Police are considering filing charges against 
Shelter Island’s Old Man McGumbus. for his 
role in the great Turkey Scalping of 2014. 
McGumbus, the 104-year-old WWII veteran and 
self-styled “Jerky King of Eastern Long Island,” 
took advantage of his connections in the poultry 
distribution business to effectively corner the 
East End market in turkeys this year—those 
empty spots in the turkey aisle were caused by 
McGumbus’s illegal business venture. Having 
monopolized the turkey supply, McGumbus 
proceeded to try to sell each bird for upwards 
of $50 per pound, at which point his business 
model fell apart. It turns out that, in the absence 
of cheap turkey, East Enders are perfectly 
happy to just eat Thanksgiving side dishes—it 
is, after all, all about the stuffing. ga

Saturday, November 29, a switch will be 
thrown on an electric circuit at the Montauk 
Lighthouse on the tip of Long Island, and 
that historic building, authorized by President 
George Washington, will suddenly become 
ablaze with Christmas lights, to the delight of 
several thousand people who will have driven 
out to Montauk to watch exactly that happen. 
It’s become a tradition, the lighting of the 
Montauk Lighthouse, and after it happens 
speeches will be made, glasses will be raised 
and the National Anthem will be sung, and after 
that grand salute, the crowd will melt away 
back to where they came from, knowing that 
all is right with the world and this beacon of 
hope will continue to mark the beginning of the 
Christmas season as it has for so many before. 
A different person is asked to pull that switch 
every year, and this year the Montauk Historical 
Society has asked me to do it, probably because 
of the role I played 40 years ago in introducing a 
small, remarkable woman to Montauk who then 
saved the Montauk Lighthouse from falling into 
the sea. 
At the time, the erosion on the cliff face of 
the lighthouse was out of control. Erosion was 


shearing off the cliff face at a rate of about 
two feet a year. The Lighthouse was 297 feet 
from the edge in 1796 when it was built. It 
was 595 feet from the edge in 1967. Putting 
boulders around the base of the cliff had not 
stopped it. Nobody knew how to stop it. It was 
considered at that time as something inevitable 
by Montaukers, by the Town of East Hampton, 
in whose jurisdiction it was in, by the County 
of Suffolk, by the State of New York and by the 
U.S. Coast Guard, who occupied it. 

In a separate matter in that year of 1967, 
for budgetary reasons, the U.S. Coast Guard 
was “demanning” nearly two-thirds of the 
lighthouses along the eastern seaboard. The 
work they did, warning mariners at sea, could 
just as easily be accomplished by a tall steel 
tower with a light on the top, operated from a 
nearby Coast Guard station by remote control. 
In the late fall of that year, the situation of the 
Montauk Lighthouse came to the attention of the 
Commander of the Eastern District of the U. S. 
Coast Guard on Governors Island. Abandoning 
Montauk was made to order. Not only could a 
beacon be built to replace it—further inland, 
safer, away from the erosion—but he could nip 
the problem of losing the Lighthouse to the 
sea in 20 or 25 years. There would be no need 
to mourn it. He’d have (Cont'd on next page)

it taken care of now. He ordered Lieutenant 
Commander Mills of the Aid to Navigation 
Department to send a request to Commander 
Seufert, the Chief of Civil Engineering of the 
Coast Guard to locate a replacement site for 
the Lighthouse, at which they would build 
a steel tower in anticipation of abandoning 
the Lighthouse. 


As it happened, I stumbled upon this order. 
I wanted to write a story about erosion at the 
Lighthouse for Dan’s Papers, and I had read that 
the Coast Guard had just announced the annual 
decrease in the distance from the cliff edge to 
the Lighthouse. 

I called the Coast Guard at the Lighthouse. 
And an ensign told me that it really didn’t 


matter what those numbers were anymore. The 
order had come down. The Lighthouse was 
to be abandoned, and, to judge by what had 
happened at other Coast Guard lighthouses 


along the eastern seaboard, it would probably 


be blown up. Abandoned lighthouses were often 
vandalized or painted with graffiti. They’d find 
evidence of parties thrown in them. Vagrants 
sometimes slept in them. And there was the 
insurance liability to consider. 

I was staggered by this news. It was impossible 
to think of Montauk without the Lighthouse. 
And then a friend told me how they had 
some years earlier blown up the Shinnecock 
Lighthouse in Hampton Bays. I told him there 
was no lighthouse at Hampton Bays, and he told 
me there isn’t now. He brought me a framed 
photograph of that lighthouse at the moment it 
was being blown up. It was halfway down, a puff 
of white smoke visible halfway up one side, cue 
about to crash to the ground. 

] published that photograph. And I phsanieel 
a public demonstration at the Montauk 
Lighthouse to try to persuade the Coast Guard 
to cancel that order. We called it a “Light-In.” 
Several thousand people showed up at the 
parking lot of the Lighthouse carrying candles, 
lanterns, flashlights, torches, even flaming 
batons. We had a marching band, Scottish 
bagpipes, a fife-and-drum corps. Perry Duryea, 
the Leader of the New York State Assembly, 
attended. But the Coast Guard would not budge. 
It would only be two years later, in June of 1969, 
after another protest with nearly 5,000 people

The Solution to the Problem of Too Many Deer in the Hamptons

D eer have been in the news big time this 
past week. On November 8, an anti-hunting 
group rallied in front of East Hampton Town Hall 
carrying signs that read “No Weekend Hunting,” 
“Stop the Slaughter, Let Our Deer Live” and 
“Protect Nature’s Stillness in Winter.” Then, 
a 28-page proposal to create a deer-control 
committee was urged upon the Southampton 
Town Board. The group would include elected 
officials, farmers, experts, planners, hunters 
and environmentalists. They’d know what to 
do. And in North Haven, the Village Board 
considered a deer-darting program that could 
render them sterile. (One person asked why we 
couldn’t just give girl deer a daily contraceptive 
pill, and Dr. Allen Rutberg of Tufts, who 
presented this plan, said you could never be 
sure they’d taken it, and if you could be sure, 
the medicine would remain in the deer rather 
than degrade and so would turn up in the meat. 
That answered that question.) 

The most interesting development, though, 
was a plan put forth at an East Hampton Town 
Board meeting to install “Four Poster Deer 
Treatment Bait Stations” in several wooded 
areas in that town. The feeding stations have 


corn in a bin to serve as a lure (and to feed 
them). The deer would come over to eat, they’d 
lean down and put their noses to the ground 
to get the corn, and this would cause one of 
their ears to get between two rollers sticky with 
pesticide. The pesticide would get rubbed on 
the ear and face, killing ticks that cling there. 
The “Four Poster” is already in use on Shelter 
Island. And it had been presented to North 
Haven the week before last. 

1 found a picture of the “Four Poster” on the 
American Lyme Disease Foundation website 
and it is shown here. The big rectangular part 
is the corn bin. Then on each side—so two deer 
could be “rolled” at the same time—are the 
yellow sticky rollers. The rollers work on one 
side of the head at a time. The deer has to come 
back in the other direction to get his other ear 
rolled. Eventually, it does. 

Testing has shown great results. One test 
was conducted in a 96-acre fenced in wildlife 
management area near Kerrville, Texas. After 
three years, there were 92-97% fewer ticks on 
the deer. Another study was done for three 
years at a 600-acre fenced-in woods at the 
Goddard Space Flight Center in Maryland, 
which found a 96% to 98% reduction in ticks. 
The insecticide eventually gets all over the 


deer, licked from the head onto the rest of their 
bodies when they groom. | didn’t know deer 
groomed, but apparently they do. 

The Dan’s Papers editorial staff has come 
up with a further enhancement for the “Four 
Poster.” Nobody has thought of this. As the 
deer bend their noses down to feed on the 
corn, their noses touch the trigger of a can of 
fluorescent red spray paint. 

All you have to do is bolt the red paint can 
between the corn and the rollers. When a nose 
hits it, it sprays for three seconds. When the 
deer gets back up, his nose is fluorescent red. 

This solves EVERYTHING. 

Motorists will be able to see the red noses and 
avoid accidents. During deer season, hunters 
will be able to see them and take them down. 
Homeowners will welcome red-nosed deer. 
They are so cute, and tick-free, too. Other deer 
won't be willing to mate with deer presenting 
this deformity. And kids will think the woods 
are full of Rudolph the Red Nose Reindeers. 

We also have an idea for hunters who break 
the law. Don’t just fine these people. Zip them 
up into deer suits and turn them loose for a 
week in the wild during the hunting season. 
That will teach them, and, if they survive, it will 
be a lesson well learned. & 
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relented and rescinded their order. And so the 
Montauk Lighthouse was saved from falling into 
the sea. 

All of which, of course, had nothing to do with 
the basic problem, which was the erosion of the 
earth along its cliff face. At two feet a year, it 
would take until about 1982 for Mother Nature 
to do what the Coast Guard had now declined 
to do. 

On the other hand, in 1970, in the middle of 
the battle to “save” the Lighthouse from being 
dynamited down, a woman named Giorgina 
Reid with her husband, Donald, showed up at 
my office, which was, at that time, in a former 
carriage house on Gay Lane in East Hampton. 

She came uninvited. She was 60 years old 
at that time. She was about 4 foot 11. And she 
said she believed she could save the Montauk 
Lighthouse from falling into the sea. I was, at 
that time, 28, and I was not impressed. 

She had a story. She and her husband, now 
retired, had been textile designers in New 
York City. They had an apartment in Jackson 
Heights, Queens. And with some money that 
had come their way they bought a small cottage 
on the edge of a 95-foot cliff overlooking Long 
Island Sound in Rocky Point, Long Island. This 
would be their retirement home. 

Just two years after they bought it, in March 
of 1962, there was a terrible nor’easter. She and 
her husband went out to the cottage and that 
was fine. But the storm had caused about ten 
feet of their front lawn facing the water to come 
tumbling down to the beach below. 

Donald had argued that they should sell the

house. Neighbors had warned them this would 
happen. He didn’t want to watch the rest of it 
go. But Giorgina said no. She had noticed that 
a huge amount of vegetation, reeds actually, 
had washed up on what was left of their beach. 
And it gave her an idea. She had heard that 
the Japanese knew a way to stop the sea by 
planting these reeds, phragmites and beach 
grass, on a series of small steps on a cliff face. 
The roots would grow into the soil. A rainstorm 
would come and instead of washing out the soil, 
it would run down over it. She thought it was 
worth a try. 

At this point in my meeting with Giorgina, 
she showed me a slender book she had self- 
published that included pictures of the cliff 
face in front of their home, plans and elevations 
of the terracing that would support the reeds, 
descriptions of where to get these reeds and 
how to go about planting them. There were 
before and after pictures. 

“These terraces have saved our cliff,” she 
told me. 

The name of the book was on the front. HOW 
TO HOLD UP A BANK, it said. 

“I’ve been reading about what you are doing at 
the Montauk Lighthouse. I believe this terracing 


would stop the erosion and save the Montauk 
Lighthouse.” 

Could it do that? I was a young man full of 
myself. I told her to go see the Coast Guard, and 
I did not think that would get her anywhere. | 
gave her the phone numbers and the names of 
people to call on Governors Island and at the 
Lighthouse. And she left. 

On the first Earth Day, April 22, 1970, Giorgina 
began coming out with her husband and a few 
volunteers from the Rocky Point area to do 
the plantings on the cliff face of the Montauk 
Lighthouse. At this point, the Coast Guard had 
agreed to not blow the place up. And I guess 
they were open to any schemes. Why not? How 
much damage could this little old lady do? Their 
attorneys were not happy about it, though, and 
required the Reids to buy an insurance policy 
to protect the Coast Guard in the event that 
anybody fell and got injured. 

When they came, a few Coast Guardsmen 
came out and offered them coffee. But that was 
it. They watched. 

There they. were, some old people and a few 
students from Stony Brook University on this 
crackpot lark. The cliff face was huge. Eighty 
feet high and, if you measured it all around, 
about a quarter-mile in length. The Reids were 
concentrating on a patch that was about 10 
feet by 20. It was getting nice and fluffed-up 
with the steps and the greenery of the beach 
grass growing in it. But for the rest, it was still 
dirt and rocks and pebbles that occasionally 
tumbled or streaked down to the sea.

Hampton Creek Takes on Unilever in the Battle for the Mayonnaise

Fre time to time, a local merchant in these 
parts gets the threat of a lawsuit for naming 
themselves something they shouldn’t. It might 
be a Studio 54B, which would hear from Studio 
54 and get what it deserved, or it might be a 
well known fellow named Amos who calls his 
new business the Famous Amos Bar and doesn’t 
understand when he gets a letter. Other threats 
_of lawsuits don’t seem so obvious. 

The most recent of these took place about 
five years ago when a woman who ran a 
successful catering business called Four 
Seasons Caterer bought the former John Ducks 
restaurant in Southampton and made it into 


a catering hall. She got a letter from the Four . 


Seasons restaurant in Manhattan. They had 
this “valuable trademark right” from the federal 
government and said Jean Mackenzie would 
have to change the name. The trademark right 
was for that name as it applied to restaurants, 
and this was just too close, they said. 

Jean fretted for a while. Her catering business 
had a great reputation. She considered changing 
the name of her business to MacKenzie’s, but 
finally settled on “Seasons” by itself, which it 
is today. There may be four of them, and there 
may be a hotel chain and a piece of classical 
music mentioning all four, but Seasons has 
stuck and her place continues as a popular 
location for weddings, etc. 

I was reminded of this the other day when | 


read that the giant food company Unilever had 
filed a lawsuit against the company Hampton 
Creek for calling its mayonnaise-like spread 
Just Mayo. Unilever’s argument was that they 
owned Hellmann’s Real Mayonnaise, and 
Hampton Creek’s product “Just Mayo” should 
be prevented from using the word “mayo” 
because, in fact, a product called “mayonnaise” 
has to contain a certain percentage of eggs 
and oil as per the 1957 US Food and Drug 
Administration standard, and Hampton Creek’s 
product does not. And, as the Unilever lawsuit 
points out, people associate “mayo” with 
“mayonnaise,” and they associate “mayonnaise” 
with “Hellmann’s.” 

Furthermore, the label of “Just Mayo” has 
a drawing on it of a pea from a pea-shooter 
cracking an egg. That could lead people to 
think that the product contained eggs, Unilever 
argues. It doesn’t contain eggs. It contains 
Canadian yellow peas. 

It may have seemed odd to some that the 
giant maker of a mayonnaise would raise this 
issue about a tiny competitor, rather than just 
ask the government to do it, but there it is. 

They had not counted on the likes of Hampton 
Creek founder Josh Tetrick, however. 

Tetrick wondered if Unilever sold products 
using the word “mayonnaise” that did not have 
eggs or the required percentage of oil. It was 
easy to find out. All he had to do was Google 
“Unilever” and “mayonnaise.” 

He found plenty and apparently Unilever 


did, too. And then, a few days later, while he 
was on the phone with a public health blogger 
and lawyer, Michele Simon, a strange thing 
happened. 

“It was kind of freaky,” Ms. Simon told The 
New York Times. “I was on the phone with Josh 
and he was reading something from Hellmann’s 
website to me—and then it just vanished.” 

Unilever was one-by-one changing names, 
posts, advertising and commentary of 
their products, such as Hellmann’s Canola 
Cholesterol-Free Mayonnaise, which were in 
violation of the FDA standard. In some of them 
they changed “Mayonnaise” to “Mayonnaise 
Dressing,” because the phrase “Mayonnaise 
Dressing” is not covered as one of the things 
that has to have an egg and a certain percentage 


of oil in it. They even changed quotes from 


happy consumers. 

“I could taste no difference in the olive oil 
mayonnaise and | will continue...” became, the 
Times reported, “I could taste no difference 
in the olive oil mayonnaise dressing and | will 
continue...” 

Kabam! 

Here is a comment about this from Mike 
Faherty, VP for Foods at Unilever North America. 

“Contrast our actions over the last week and 
Hampton Creek’s,” he said. “They've known 
about their misleading labels for months and 
done nothing, but the minute we found out 
there was something misleading on our pages, 
we took action.” §& 
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to Giorgina Reid on the grounds of the Montauk 
Lighthouse. She wasn’t there. She was in her 
late 70s and unwell, and had finished the last 
patch of cliff face about five years earlier. But 
her children were there. Over the microphone, 
our local assemblyman read a long letter to 
Giorgina written by the President of the United 
States, Ronald Reagan. He wrote of her courage 
and about how there needed to be more like 
her. There were people at that tribute who 
started crying, and I was one of them. 

Giorgina and her husband and volunteers 
had come out almost every Sunday that first 
year and had _ successfully stabilized one 
patch of the Lighthouse cliff face from top 
to the bottom. In the second year, the Coast 
Guard became believers. And they offered to 
have coastguardsmen help the Reids on the 
cliff face, but the Reids declined. They said 
they would like to do it themselves. But they 
could use lumber and plantings and fertilizer 
and maybe some help in hauling things 
up and down. And the Coast Guard did that. 

Something of a partnership developed 
between the Coast Guard and the Reids in 
the years that followed. There they were, out 
there—they’d miss a week once in a while if 
there was a storm or if they were away—and 
when they came back, the coastguardsmen 
would ask about them. It is very hard to believe 
what I am going to tell you. 

Giorgina Reid and her gang were out on 
that cliff face for 15 years. And they saved the 
Lighthouse from falling into the sea. And then, 
after Donald died and then Giorgina did, too, 


at the age of 92, the Coast Guard took over the 
project themselves and maintained it. 

Indeed, there was one part of this that was 
very different from what the Reids did to save 
their home. In Rocky Point, the waves are 
small. At the Lighthouse, sometimes, they can 
be fierce. The terracing was fine for the cliff 
face, but on occasion the sea would undercut 
what they planted. It was now apparent that 
the terracing worked all the way down, but 
they'd need a necklace of big boulders around 
the base of the cliff, and, around 1992, one was 
installed to replace one put in in 1946 that was 
now failing. 

You don’t hear anymore about how many feet 
the Lighthouse building, with its six-foot-thick 
stone walls, is from the edge of the sea. There 
are a few places it is closer than it was. But 
for the most part, the cliff face is holding, just 
about where it was when Giorgina got about 10 
years into her project. 

I sometimes think of Giorgina. This small, 
elderly woman, in retirement, had done 
something absolutely extraordinary, way 
beyond extraordinary. 

She saved Montauk Lighthouse. 

Years after | banged the drum and got the 
public all riled up to tell the Coast Guard not to 
do what they intended to do, I got a letter from 
the Coast Guard on Governors Island saying 
that they wanted to hold a luncheon on that 
island to honor Giorgina and me. 

I hadn’t seen her in many years, other than 
sometimes to see her out the window when I 
was out at the Lighthouse and we could wave 


to each other hello. But now I called her. She’d 
gotten the letter too. 

“Come by our house,” she told me, “and we'll 
go to Governors Island together in your car.” 

And so we did do that. It was in 1979. That 
is the date on the framed “awards” we got 
that sunny day in a brief ceremony before 
our outdoor picnic lunch on that island. My 
award is a “Certificate of Appreciation.” Her 
award is a “Certificate of Accomplishment.” 
Coast Guard is a class act for doing that, in 
my opinion. 

Before | pull the switch, I will, at 4 p.m., be 
in the main family living room of what was for 
centuries the home of a dozen generations 
of lighthouse keepers, and which now is the 
Giorgina Reid Room of the Montauk Lighthouse 
Museum run by the Montauk Historical Society. 
(The Feds own the land. The Coast Guard mans 
the Light. We will be having a cocktail party 
there as the crowd assembles.) 

And then, at 5, I will tell this story over 
a loudspeaker—in brief, because its gonna 
be pretty cold—to the thousands of people 
there, and I will tell them that when my kids 
were small I'd tell them “their daddy saved 
the Lighthouse.” 

But it wasn’t true. 

Their daddy got the Coast Guard to agree not 
to tear it down. But it was Georgina Reid who 
saved the Montauk Lighthouse.

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Hiking Southampton: Conners It All, Hamlet to Hamlet!

n December, the Southampton Trails 

Preservation Society (STPS) and the Town 
of Southampton will celebrate the creation 
of an exciting new trail system, the Hamlet to 
Hamlet Footpaths. These footpaths will connect 
Southampton’s unique villages and hamlets 
through predominantly public access lands, 
which have been acquired by the Community 
Preservation Fund, Southampton Town, The 
Nature Conservancy and Peconic Land Trust. 

The genesis of Southampton’s Footpaths 
began in England in 2007.

The first thing we realized 
was the Brits take hiking 
very seriously. So much so 
that on a specific weekend 
in May, British hikers take 
to the trails and walk all the 
routes available. We thought 
this very droll, but soon

found out there were also Tony Garro walks the walks the quaint villages and

Once home, reliving my English experience, 
I found my best memories were of these local 
footpaths. Life has a way of rushing in and 
diminishing even the best of reveries, but every 
so often, particularly when | hiked our local 
trails, the English footpaths came to mind. 

Then one day I had an epiphany. Southampton 
has quaint villages and hamlets, unique terrain 
and flora. Why not connect them by foot? When 
I broached this idea with my fellow hikers 
they were equally enthusiastic. The town also 
thought it was a good idea. 

Now, at last, it has become a reality. 

While the Footpaths were initially my 
idea, the reality of creating them has been a 
major undertaking. Many hours of planning, 
selecting blazes and routes, and erecting 
map kiosks were necessary. Ross Baldwin, of 
the town’s Geographic Information Systems 
(GIS) Department, was invaluable in mapping 
and advising the STPS. The trails society 
maintenance crew, under the leadership 
of Susan Colledge and Ken Bieger, deserve 
special mention. Members of the crew, Howard 
Roth, Mark Potter and Peter Lee also merit 
special praise. 

Join us for the inaugural hike on Saturday 
December 6, at 9 a.m., rain, snow or shine, 
at Mashashimuet Park in Sag Harbor. Ribbon 
cutting, refreshments and speeches _ will 
be followed at 10 a.m. by hikes on the two 
completed legs of the Hamlet to Hamlet Trails. 

The first hike is a 3.7 mile route from the park 
to Lumber Lane, Bridgehampton. This trail 
will traverse the Long Pond Greenbelt, passing 
unique and beautiful coastal ponds a near 
intact remnant of the last glacial ice age from 
20,000 years ago. Once we reach Lumber Lane, 
downtown Bridgehampton is a short walk away. 

A second, longer hike of 5.7 miles will head 
west from the Greenbelt and terminate at Trout 
Pond, Noyac. This hilly hike will follow trails 
on top of the glacial moraine and include water 
views, glacial erratics and oak, hickory and 
laurel forests. 

Transportation back to Mashashimuet Park 
will be provided on both hikes. Sturdy footwear 
is advised. The shorter hike is about two hours 
while the Trout Pond trek is about three. 

When completed, the Hamlet to Hamlet trail 
system will connect Sag Harbor, Bridgehampton, 
Noyac, North Sea, Southampton Village, 
Hampton Bays and Westhampton Beach. This 
will be an enduring legacy for future generations 
of Southampton Town. ga

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Remembering Tom Twomey

om Twomey died suddenly at his home in 
East Hampton of a heart attack on Sunday, 
November 16. He was 68. 

Twomey was one of the two or three most 
prominent lawyers on the East End, and people 
could go to him knowing he would defend them 
with passion, honesty and great knowledge. The 
firm he founded in 1973, now known as Twomey, 
Latham, Shea, Kelley, Dubin & Quartararo LLP, 
is an East End partnership with more than 
two dozen lawyers. They are staggered by this 
sudden loss, as are many of us in the business 
community, as well as family and friends.

Twomey often took on public interest issues, 
sometimes acting not only in his legal capacity 
but also in his personal capacity. He felt very 
strongly, for example, that historic documents 
involving the East End should remain on the 
East End. When he saw a 17th century map of 
this area going up for sale at a New York City 
auction house, he called on me to help raise the 
money to successfully buy it for the local East 
Hampton Library. Then he joined the board of 
the Library. Then he became President of the 
Library and oversaw two beautiful expansions 
of the Library. 

Years earlier, when our power company 
was proposing to build four nuclear plants 
in Jamesport, Twomey organized farmers 
into protesting by bringing dozens of their 
tractors and farm animals to the parking lot of 
a Riverhead motel where a licensing hearing 
was taking place. He lent his legal expertise 
in the, creation of a Suffolk County farmland 
preservation program, in the fight to stop the 
building of a nuclear plant in Shoreham. 

He was chairman of the East End Economic 
and Environmental Institute, he was on the 
executive committee of Guild Hall. He founded 
the group “Halt the Highway,” which successfully 
stopped the state from extending the Sunrise 
Highway from Shinnecock Hills to Amagansett. 
He also served on state agencies such as the 
Wetlands Appeals Board, the Long Island Power 
Authority and the Energy Council. He helped 
raise many millions of dollars for numerous 
groups. He was also the East Hampton Town 


Historian for a number of years. 

He was one of the most personable, upbeat 
and interesting people I ever met. And he’d 
often find a way that others might join him in 
one or another of the many civic projects he 
was interested in. For example, at the time of his 
death, he was working on a movie script with 
author Tom Clavin about treasure buried on 
Gardiner’s Island. He’d come upon documents 
indicating Captain Kidd was not hung in London 
as believed, but had survived and lived quietly 
for years afterward his reported death. He and 
Clavin have a signature of Kidd’s on a document 
signed long after he was supposedly hung. 

Tom Twomey was born in Manhattan and 
raised in Queens, the son of a New York City

police detective. His first contact with the 
East End was as a boy when he vacationed 
in Mattituck with his parents. He graduated 
Manhattan College, then studied law at the 
University of Virginia and got his law degree 
at Columbia Law. He was married for almost 
35 years—their anniversary would have been 
in two weeks—to Judith Hope, who served 
three terms as East Hampton Town supervisor 
beginning in 1974 and, who after his passing, 
described Tom as “the most wonderful man | 
ever knew in my life.” He is survived by her, 
his stepchildren, Nisse Hope of East Hampton 
and Erling Hope of Sag Harbor, and three 
grandchildren, Soren, Isaiah and Henry.

The art begs the question, are you a vegetarian? 
No, I’m not. Eating turkey for Thanksgiving is 
part of Americana. 


This cover had the “Dan’s Papers” staff 
chuckling. I once counted 15 turkeys crossing 
the road in Hampton Bays. 

Oh, absolutely. Especially in the spring— 
you'll see the mother, father and then at least 
10 young ones. At our place in Water Mill, 
there’s a corral for the horses, and the turkeys 
go right in there. They don’t bother the horses; 
they just like to eat the grain. I thought about 
the subliminal message here, with the guy 
holding out a stop sign, and it could be telling 
us to stop eating turkeys. 


What are you working on now? 
A few things: classic car drawings, for one, 
with beautiful women surrounding the car. The 
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working title is “Bodies of Work,” get it?—the 
women and cars both have great bodies, and 
I like the connection. I’m working on that and 
also on some tugboats...going up and down the 
East River:.. [And] I’m always working on new 
covers for Dan’s...?m shooting for 50. 


What are you showing out here now? 

I’m showing a lot of my sculptures at 
Chrysalis Gallery in Southampton—some in 
marble, alabaster, limestone...they’re all free- 
form, nothing realistic. In my drawings I don’t 
go in that direction, but in my sculpture | like 
a pure, non-objective form. In my drawings, it’s 
all about form too, but I start with an interesting 
visual with a narrative. I like the drawings to be 
fun to look at, engaging, for people to feel good 
about the work. 


There’s something to be said for that. 

Yes, well, for the past 20 to 30 years, narrative 
art has been put to the side, but I love it, I love 
telling a story. I see so many empty paintings 


‘out there...void of idea and emotion. Like I was 


saying before about the “bodies of work,” it’s 
not just a one-shot thing, I try to come up with 
a body of work. As they say in advertising, “it 
has wheels”—it can go somewhere. There can 
be a second, a third—when you want to make a 
statement it’s nice that it continues. 

A lot of artists worked that way—it makes your 
work seem bigger, a bigger idea. When I was a 
creative director in advertising, | couldn’t come 
up with just one ad for the client, he wanted a 
few to choose from. You need something they 
would want to build on and run for a year or 
two. | like to use that thinking in my work, too. 


When you were in advertising, what were 
some of your projects? 

I worked on a lot of food accounts, Proctor & 
Gamble, General Mills, also L’eggs pantyhose. 
To be good at it, you should be able to work on 
any account they give you. I never smoked in 
my life, but 20 or 30 years ago I did some terrific 
cigarette ads, and I did really good L’eggs 
pantyhose ads, having never worn them. It’s a 
very good discipline to change your mindset 
for each product. For the food, it had to be 
more warm and fuzzy, catering to families, and 
for the pantyhose it had to be more sexy and 


.feminine. It forces you to be very flexible. As 


an artist I don’t want to do the same old, same 
old. My work is becoming more contemporary 
now—I’m pushing the envelope, I don’t want 
vagueness on the canvas. With this classic car 
series, I'm doing a lot of commissions. I go to 
homes, take pictures of their car—the more 
reference [material] you have, the better. 


Classic car owners would notice every detail. 

You have to be accurate, especially if you 
want new commissions. Say I’m doing a Jaguar 
that’s in “British racing green”’—you have to 
get that exact color, and know that the interior 
is usually tan or camel color. My work has 
appeared in Hemmings Classic Car magazine, 
which is kind of the bible for classic cars, and 
I get commissions through there. Cars are 
moving works of art. @&

Farmers Market Adds a Day, Local Crafts

he Riverhead Farmers Market has been bursting 

at the seams—despite adding an extra day, 
there is still a wait list for vendors who want to 
participate. And now the market is adding a craft fair 
on Saturdays so shoppers can pick up holiday gifts 
crafted by East End artisans while they are shopping 
for local produce, cheese, eggs and meats. 

“It’s one stop shopping if you want to go local,” says 
Holly Browder, one of the market’s organizers. “It’s 
always so much fun, everyone who’s visited has sent 
me feedback about how much they enjoy it.” 

The farmers market began in February, operating 
on Saturdays only, inside the former Swezey’s 
building on Main Street. There was no heat, but no 
one complained because the market was so busy, 
says Ray Pickersgill, the president of the Riverhead 
Business Improvement District (BID), which helped 
make the farmers market a reality. 

The market operated outdoors on the Peconic 
Riverfront during the warmer months. When it came 
time to head back indoors, the organizers found a 
better spot, a 20,000-square-foot space at 221 East 
Main Street. “Now we have more space, but we’re 
already at capacity again,” Browder says. 

The new venue was formerly home to the Dinosaur 
Walk Museum, which featured life-size statues of 
dinosaurs. Pickersgill explains that after the Dinosaur 
Walk Museum closed, new tenants planned to open a 
museum in the space with animatronic dinosaurs— 
but then Superstorm Sandy happened. Flooding 


ruined the electronics before the exhibits could ever 
be displayed. 

Before plans for a new dinosaur museum 
were sidelined, the building was updated and 
remodeled. “The bathrooms in this building—you 
would love to have in your house,” Pickersgill quips. 
“That’s how beautiful it is.” This building is heated 
and has a proper fire suppression system, and is 
well-suited to having a market. 

“They cut the middle of the floor out so the 
dinosaurs heads could peek up to the street level 
floor,” Pickersgill says. Now, patrons of the farmers 
market can look down over the railing and see the 
crafts tables. Pickersgill emphasizes that none of the 
crafts are imported. “You have to make it to be in the 
market,” he says. 

Since November 16, the farmers market has been 
opening on Sundays, with a few of the same vendors 
returning for the second day. Most of the vendors 
are different, so patrons who come both days can 
find new offerings. Each day has about 40 vendors— 
which does not include all the vendors at the craft 
fair—and the wait list remains longer than 100 
farmers, Pickersgill says. Many vendors are New 
York State-certified organic producers, and many 
come from the Calverton Business Incubator. 

Browder says she and other farmers appreciate 
the market because it gives them a outlet year-round. 
While some farmers only harvest part of the year, 
she co-owns Browder’s Birds in Mattituck with her 
husband, and poultry never goes out of season. 

The farmers market has even inspired local farmers

to grow more. Maryann and Eugene Krupski, the 
owners of MarGene Farms Certified Organic Produce 
in Mattittuck, recently put up two high tunnels, or 
hoop houses, which are a type of greenhouse, so 
they could extend their growing season into the 
winter, specifically to have produce to bring to 
the Riverhead Farmers Market. Maryann said the 
farmers market did so well last winter, she and her 
husband got the high tunnel in anticipation of a 
successful winter in 2015. 

Browder says the market will stay indoors through 
March or early April, then return to the riverfront. #2. 


The Riverhead Farmers Market operates Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. and Sundays from I1 a.m. to 3 
p.m. at 221 East Main Street. The craft fair will continue 
on Saturdays through Christmas.

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“Ride Away Home” Is a Wild Ride!

It’s amazing how much 
substance William Wells 
packs into his novel Ride 
Away Home (The Permanent 
Press), which spans a mere 
168 pages. The _ epigraph, 
from Dante’s Inferno, helps to 
quickly frame what’s to come: 
“In the middle of the journey 
of our life I came to myself 
within a dark wood where the 
Sshight way was lost.” The narrator of Ride Away 
Home, 50-something Jack Tanner (who is a big-firm 
tax attorney), cannot imagine at the start of his 
journey that he will soon be faced with a crisis that 
will take his measure as a man, and as a human 
being—but he does know he’s lost and has entered 
a dark place of the soul. The reader meets Jack in 
the first paragraph, as he casually describes the 
2,300-mile trip he’s just embarked on from his home 
in Edina, outside Minneapolis—on a brand-new “kick- 
ass” Harley-Davidson Road King Classic, clad in 
leather, booted up and “bubble-helmeted.”

With an amused, detached take on himself (a 
characteristic that endears him to the reader), Jack 
realizes he’s doing something odd, likely destructive, 
but then again what could have been more 
disorienting than the tragedy that precipitated. his 
strange odyssey? Out of the blue, he got a call about 
the disappearance of his only child, Hope, from the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison campus, where she 
was a bright, popular and excellent student. Shortly 
after that, he receives the shattering news that his 
daughter was probably murdered. Jack’s beloved 
wife Jenna, unable to cope, suffers a breakdown, and 
he winds up putting her in a sanatorium in Virginia. 
It’s far away and expensive, especially after his firm 
lets him go, but the place is pleasant, and it’s the 
best he can do. Months go by. The local and state 
police, the FBI and a compassionate P.I. have come 
up empty handed, but Jack has learned that Hope 
had been seeing a wealthy, spoiled young man, Slater 
Babcock, who was questioned by the police but let 
go for lack of evidence. Jack has come to believe that 
Babcock, now living in Key West, murdered Hope, 
and he determines to find and confront him. What 
will this decent man do? Does he have the guts of 
his shoot-to-kill neighbor who found a burglar in his 


home? Though the narrative rouses curiosity, what 


Ride Away Home primarily delivers is an episodic 
tale full of unexpected turns and glimpses of small- 
town America, evocative descriptions of out-of-the- 
way places and unusual characters, most of whom 
befriend Jack and sympathize with his plight. But he 
is not deterred from his quest. 

Wells has a rich professional history that 
includes rock music criticism and staff assignments 
for various newspapers, doing an internationally 
syndicated comic strip and writing speeches for 
the Governor of Michigan. A former journalist in 
the Navy, he founded and headed up a custom 
publishing company. His B.A. in English (Hamilton 
College) shows. After a motorcycle accident, Jack 
wonders, “To continue or not to continue, that is 
the question.” Wells knows how to craft prose that 
is efficient and rhythmic. Most of all, however, he 
knows how to create engaging characters. Especially 
memorable are The Devil’s Disciples, who befriend 


Jack after he (and his cycle) are 
“taken” by a hippie hitchhiker. The 
Disciples, on the road to Daytona for 
Bike Week, turn out to be an older 
bunch of “successful professionals 
masquerading as the Wild Bunch,” 
Harvard and Yale guys (or “WASPy 
yahoos”) from Boston who bonded 
years ago and now welcome Jack into 
their fold. 

The most unforgettable character 
is a mystery man Jack meets in the 
Blue Marlin Marina bar in Key West— 
Edward Hollingsworth, a “retired 
businessman” who seems to be 
re-channeling Hemingway (he looks 
like and constantly references Papa). 
Jack and Edward take a liking to each

other, and Jack tells him why he’s 
come to Key West. Edward takes Jack 
fishing and explains that getting the 
big one is like finishing a novel—a 
distance run, not a sprint. What 
would Edward do about Babcock? 
The enigmatic Hollingsworth notes 
that you never know the ending of 
a story until you get there and see 
what the main character does, and 
if he exhibits grace under pressure 
at the critical moment. “We’re not 
there yet with your story, Jack. But 
trust me, we’re getting close.” (p. 
145) The theme emerges with a sense 
of inevitability and_ satisfaction: 
“Sometimes, to get home, you have 
to ride away from home.” &.

Notes from a Gardener in the Off Season 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


We.. have finished. our 
gardening season, and it is into 
_ the studio for me. | will try to 
live like anormal person—one 
who cooks, has long talks with 
her husband, gets her hair cut 
before it becomes shaggy and 
visits friends. 

I prefer to do little cutting 
back of plants in the fall, but 
some clients like this. | work 
in some gardens where there 

are many early blooming bulbs, so these get cut back 
now. One client’s garden isn’t touched in fall. This 
is the one where I see the most bees and praying 
mantises. One praying mantis got into the truck. We 
had obviously cut the branch where she was hunting. 
We “persuaded” her into a large, dense shrub. 

Uncut plants keep the soil warm longer into winter, 
supplying hiding places for insects. Food for soil 
flora and fauna is available from plant debris left in 
place. The exception, of course, are plants and their 
debris that have had funguses. These are removed 
as soon as possible, even earlier than cleanup time. 
My own garden waits until spring with nothing cut 

- down. This leaves food for visiting turkeys and flocks 
of birds. 

In gardens where the client is agreeable, I ask the 
mowers to leave any fallen leaves in the garden beds 


for the above reasons. In fact, if chemicals have not 
been used on the lawn or trees, I like to use the leaf 
and grass mixture picked up by the mowers as mulch 
once the mixture has become about 2/3 leaves. This 
mulch works well in areas not visible but weedy. 

I am something of a “sloppy” gardener. I 
don’t like clean ground in the garden and try to 
inform my clients of the benefit of plant litter in 
the bed. Of course, this is not appropriate for all 
beds or properties. 

This week, as we were cutting back a large bed 
of nepeta, my co-worker discovered a huge frog 
snugged into dead leaves under the plants. He looked 
like he was settling into a long sleep. As I moved him 
to a deep layer of leaves under a tardiva hydrangea, 
I really enjoyed an up close look at him as he moved 
his front legs in slow motion trying to escape. What 
a glorious fellow! He lives by a large pond in the 
garden of a client, which he shares with another 
frog, dragonflies and butterflies. He (and his partner, 
I assume) are so large that there is room for only 
two, I think. 

This week we dug dahlias in one garden. The 
client is going to overwinter some of the tubers. I 
have done this but was not successful so I buy new 
ones every year. We work in another garden where 
a dahlia comes up and blooms every year, so we 
are trying an experiment in this garden. We left the 
dahlias and the gladiolas. I am eager to see if they live 
under the plants and plant debris | left in that bed. 

I took all of the tools out of the truck. It’s not. my

favorite task but it’s so great when it is over. My 
truck is a Ford Transit, not a large truck, but I get all 
of the tools we need into it, the small ones into nooks 
and large ones in the back and we still have a lot of 
room for garbage. I am always impressed with myself 
when I remove the tools. This year I got clever in the 
shed and instead of stacking things along the walls 
and setting machines on the floor, I hung everything 
possible from the rafters—the blower, chain saw, 
trimmer, hedge clippers (we use it to cut grasses) 
spades, hoes, rakes—and I put all the small tools in 
a storage box. Now there is room to walk in there 
and actually get tools out. And off to the carwash 
for the truck! ga

SIDE DISH 
Where to save 
while dining out.

L ooking for a family restaurant this holiday 
season? The boisterous atmosphere of Indian 
Wells Tavern on Amagansett’s Main Street on a 
Thursday night reminds me of the Oxford pubs I used 
to enjoy while studying in England years ago. Indian 
Wells is an all-ages kind of neighborhood place. In 
fact there was a table of unbelievably loud teenage 
girls near us. I was relieved to discover that girls can 
still be loud—that it’s not ALL texting. Their server 
quieted them down. 

Our server seemed genuinely enamored of many 
of the items on the menu. Thursday is Prime Rib 
Night, which means you can get soup or salad, prime 
rib, baked potato and vegetables for just $25. My 
friend and dining partner, Lee, and I made it a point 
to order different dishes from the menu. There are 
a lot of choices and, happily, many dishes feature 
local ingredients. I started with caponata served 
with grilled pita bread. The caponata was smoky and 
tender, not spicy. I ate the whole thing! 

Lee started with an “Orange Crush” of Stoli Ohranj 
vodka, Triple Sec and Sprite, which he found to be 
“Strong. Good. Potent” He followed that liquid with 
the Soup of the Day—Tomato Bisque. He said it 
was “very sharp—I like it!” He went on to the House 
Smoked Ribs, which are done St. Louis Style. They’re 
served with cornbread, breaded sweet potato fries 
and_not-too-sweet cole slaw. He enjoyed the dish. 

I had to try the locally caught fluke prepared en 
papillote. The fish was well cooked to tenderness and

served with summer squash and heirloom tomatoes, 
which was a good combination. 

Multiple desserts beckoned. Kahlua Chocolate 
Cake, Chocolate Peanut Butter Pie, Banana Taco with 
caramelized sliced banana....eventually we settled 
on Key Lime Pie for Lee and a classic ice cream 
sundae for me. I requested that they hold the 
rainbow sprinkles and I was good to go—vanilla ice 
cream, raspberry sauce, toasted nuts—“the whole 
enchilada.” 

There’s truly something for everyone at Indian 
Wells Tavern—Mondays are “special”’—offering 
Monday Night Football Specials including Montauk 
Brewing Company Driftwood Ale all season long. 
Or how about Monday’s Burger, Brew & Wings—a 
tavern burger with fries, a half-dozen Buffalo wings 
and a draft beer for $17.

N eed some crowd-pleasing recipes this holiday 
season? Chef Colin Ambrose, owner of Estia’s 
Little Kitchen, has you covered.

“I found this dish at a 
place I ate at recently in Fredericksburg, Virginia and 
modified it a bit. It uses rice and cheese as a binder, 
so it’s hearty. This particular burger can be used 
over a nice mixed green salad with no bun. | have a 
lot of customers ask for gluten free dishes and this 
one can transition easily.” 

“I think the key to the recipe’s success is to run half 
of the recipe through the food processor in order to 
create a patty that binds,” he adds. “The recipe is 
intended for a Monday burger special night at Estia’s

Cheesy Black Bean Burger 
Yield: 10 burgers 


2 cups black beans (cooked and drained)

1/4 cup shredded Jack cheese

Mix all in a bow! well. 

Place half of the mixture in a food processor 
and pulse 15 times. Combine all and form into 
patties on wax paper with a burger ring or mayo 
jar top. Grill to order with vegetable oil on a 
hot flat surface. Cook 3 minutes per side. Serve. 


On a Sunday afternoon in February, Ambrose 
traveled to the North Fork where he participated in 
an event with other chefs serving 300 people at the 
Kontokosta Winery. The meal had to be hot, easy to 
eat and something unusual. Ambrose came up with — 
this soup dish that can be a starter or a whole meal 
with a salad. 


Little Chicken Albondigas 
Serves 14 


1 whole 4-lb. chicken 

3 cups quinoa, cooked and chilled 
2 cups panko breadcrumbs 

3 cups rough-cut mirepoix 

2 cups mirepoix (finely diced celery, carrot 
and onion) : 

1 gallon vegetable stock 

4 tablespoons sofrito 

3 eggs 

2 tablespoons salt 

cilantro chopped for garnish 


Begin by cutting the breast and legs off the chicken 
and remove all bones. 

Start a stock with the bones, add rough-cut 
mirepoix and vegetable stock. Simmer over medium 
heat for an hour, skimming the top of fat every 10 
minutes. 

Remove skin from chicken and dice the breast 
meat into small pieces, reserve. 

Chop the rest of the meat into small pieces. Place 
this chopped chicken into a food processor with 
eggs and run on high for 2 minutes. Combine it 
with the reserved chicken in a bowl and stir with 
your hands. Now add half of the quinoa, all of the 
breadcrumbs, half of the finely diced mirepoix and 
all of the sofrito. Mix completely with your hands and 
season with salt. Roll into meatballs (sized a little 
smaller than a golf ball). Place on a plate or cookie 
sheet. Strain the chicken stock and divide into two 
soup pots. 

When both pots begin to simmer, add the meatballs 
to one slowly so you maintain a light boil. Once all 
of the meatballs are poaching, add the remaining 
quinoa and mirepoix to a small saucepan and stir 
over medium heat. Season with salt. 

Spoon the quinoa into each soup bowl, followed 
by several meatballs, then the clear broth. and 
finally a pinch of cilantro. After service, combine 
the remaining stock and meatballs and hold cold for 
another day. ff

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What’s Brewing

he East End is well known for its many vineyards, 

but did you know that there are six breweries 
with several more in the works? They range in 
sizes from small batch operations, known as nano- 
breweries, to pub brewers that brew and serve on 
premises, to full-scale production breweries. A new 
brewery has just been added to the rich mix—the 
Twin Fork Beer Company. 

Identical twin brothers Dan and Peter Chekijian 
have just launched their brand of all grain beer. They 
come to this new venture from varied backgrounds, 
giving them special skill sets and _ sensibilities 
particularly suited to the task. Their father, George, 
was an organic chemist who taught college chemistry 
and owned and operated his own manufacturing 
facility. A son of Armenian immigrants, George was 
also a classical pianist. Not surprisingly, the Chekijian 
children grew up playing multiple instruments—the 
oboe, the cello and the piano—instilling in them not 
only a love of music but also discipline and a good 
work ethic.

Dan and Peter followed their father into 
manufacturing as teenagers, starting on the shop 
floor and eventually taking control of many facets 
of the business, including outside sales. Anxious

to branch out and utilize their skills, they sought 
other business opportunities. In 2002, Dan opened 
his own outdoor construction business with a focus 
on excavation and masonry. In 2005, Peter’s father- 
in-law Joe Lozito began to import wines from the 
Friulli region of Italy. The two brothers covered 
both the forks of the East End, as well as Manhattan, 
on evenings and weekends “serving, pouring and 
selling” Lozito’s imports. Good looking and convivial, 
they learned the business and began thinking about 
starting their own winery. 

Researching the possibilities of starting a vineyard, 
they came to the conclusion that the competition 
would be stiff. Then there was a shift. An old idea they 
used to throw around came back into focus. Dan and 
Peter spent many summers barbecuing and fishing 
with their buddy, Jeff McKay, where they would pass 
the time talking about their dreams. McKay wanted 
to open a bar. He and his wife, Christine, now own 
Vines & Hops Café on Main Street in Riverhead. Dan 
and Peter always mused about making beer and, all 
these years later, it has finally become the right time. 
Sometimes dreams do come true. 

Peter took the first step. He bought a home brew 
kit. With his manufacturing background, before he 
even started, he felt the need to modify it. He did 
his research and made his first batch in 2008. It was 
five gallons, making 38 bottles of pale ale and he was 
not at all confident that it would be even drinkable. 
He let it sit for a month or two in his basement when 
his wife, Michele, finally insisted they try it. Lo and 
behold, to their amazement, all agreed “it was good!” 

That was enough to fortify the inspiration into 
real action. Peter doubled down on his research and 
joined a home brew club. There were about 50 people 
of all skill levels, but common to all they were eager 
to plumb to depths of fine beer making. The first

hurdle for the beginner is to obtain a consistency, 
and Peter’s beer had that from the very beginning. 
The twins began to produce beer. As with the many 
wine makers here on Long Island, beer brewers too, 
are a sort of brotherhood, easily sharing secrets, 
technologies and encouragement. The Long Ireland 
Brewery in Riverhead took Peter in as an intern, 
mentoring and inspiring, happy to nurture a new 
member into the beer brewing society. 

So what’s brewing? The Twin Fork Beer Company, 
that’s what. Their beer is fermenting now and ready 
for public consumption. Twin Fork Beer Company is 
self-distributing and currently only available on tap. 
You can follow them at twinforkbeer.com, where you 
can sign up for their emailed list of events, with their 
next appearance on November 28 at Village Beverage 
in Wading River at 2 p.m. Look for their distinctive 
Twin Fork tap handle, which resembles a musical 
tuning fork and pays homage to the twin forks of the 
East End. You will find specialty beers, all of which 
will be full grain, hand-crafted and in the mid to high 
range in quality and price.
